Fatten ina Cattle. 

A fat steer of 1,000 pounds weight la 
said to have in it 500 pounds of water, 
about twenty-five pounds of nitrogen, 
eighteen pounds of phosphoric acid and 
two pounds of potash. To buy thia 
nitrogen to return to the soil would cost 
about $3.50, and the phosphoric acid 
would <a>st about $1. Iu selling such 
an animal raised on the farm aud farm 
products about $4.50 worth of fertiliz¬ 
ing material is taken. If bran, linseed 
meal or other grain is bought to feed it, 
more than this would probably be 
added to the farm, and it would be 
growing richer, while If the hay and 
grain it consumed had been sold off the 
farm, it would have been robbed of 
much more.

Science of Feeding;. 

In a warm climate fruit is sufficient 
to sustain life, but up in the Arctic 
relglons oil and fat are essential. In 
the feeding of live stock the tempera¬ 
ture of the atmosphere should always 
be considered. Hundreds of farmers 
feed the same ration the year round. 
So much corn or oats is given whether 
the stason is winter or summer. The 
animals may eat all that Is allowed, but 
they become fat In summer and do not 
gain In winter. During severely cold 
weather a large proportion of grain 
should be given, especially of corn, 
while the supply of hay should not be 
reduced. v

Poultry Pointers. 

Flocks of poultry are sometimes un¬ 
profitable because the laying hens are 
compelled to support those that pro¬ 
duce nothing. If the young pullets are 
hatched early lu the year and kept In 
a growing condition they should begin 
laying by November. But It seems that 
with many flocks only a few begin 
laying so early In the winter season. 
This ls due to not culling out the flock 
aad disposing of those that have not 
made suitable growth with the others. 
When hatching early pullets only, eggs 
from selected hens should be used, so 
as to Improve the laying qualities of 
the members of the flock. 


Warming Food for Stock. 

Most of the advantages of cooking 
food, and especially of food containing 
much water, come from feeding It 
warm. If grain of any kind ls fed. It 
will do more good If ground and fed 
dry than if cooked. Heat expands all 
substances that contain starch. If fed 
dry, the animal eats more than It sup¬ 
poses it is eating. The expansion oc¬ 
curs In the stomach, and the animal, 
if a ruminant, lies down to chew Its 
cud and Indulge In the long sleep that 
insures good health aDd good digestion. 
If horses are fed too much, it often 
causes colic.

Tile drain should be put from five to 
six feet below the surface, not only to 
prevent any danger of freezing, but to 
prevent them from being choked up by 
grass roots, which woald soon All them 
at a depth of two to three feet from the 
surface. Deepening the drainage also 
deepens the soil, and makes the land 
dry earlier in the spring, resist drought 
better and available for many crops 
which would not grow If the water was 
within three feet of the surface.

The moment that they leave the wa¬ 
ters they eject with considerable force 
a great quantity of deep, black, viscous 
substance which Is about the consisten¬ 
cy of treacle, and the stain made by it 
upon the clothes of the fishermen Is 
permanent If It happens to fall upon 
them. 

I had a conversation with one man 
who has several times received a tull 
charge In his face, and he assured me 
that beyond the smell, which Is most 
nauseous, he felt no Inconvenience at 
all, no smarting or pain In his eyes and 
no bad after effects. 

If any of the liquid gets upon the 
nets. It rots them beyond repair un¬ 
less It Is washed off immediately. An¬ 
other curious fact is that this fluid 
i will not Injure cloth In the slightest 
degree beyond making a permanent 
stain.

What Is lyddite? The high explosive 
thus called from »he name of the small 
Kentish town nnd gunnery center 
where the experiments with it were 
mode Is nothing less than picric acid 
brought into a douse state by fusion. 
Picric acid is a bright yellow sub¬ 
stance freely flsed iu peaceful Indus¬ 
tries for dyeing purposes. It Is ob¬ 
tained by the action of nitric acid on 
phenol or carbolic acid. It burns very 
violently, and, owing to the tremen¬ 
dous blast produced by the explosion, 
the destructive effect of a bursting 
shell filled with It Is some 11 times 
greater than that of a shell filled with 
powder. 

All lyddite shells are equipped with 
percussion nose fuses only; hence their 
explosion takes place on Impact In the 
following fashion: The percussion fuse 
Ignites a picric powder exploder, which 
In turn Ignites the bursting charge of 
lyddite, the detonation of the fuse and 
of the two explosives Inside the shell 
being Instantaneous. The picric pow¬ 
der exploder, we should add. Is Insert¬ 
ed In a recess left In the lyddite for 
that purpose. Lyddite shell is to some 
extent less barbarous than shrapnel 
exploded by powder, for, though wide¬ 
spread. its death dealing effects are 
due more to air concussion than to the 
w’oundiug effects of the flying frag¬ 
ments. la other words. In the case of 
a lyddite shell bursting in a group of 
men, the greater number will be killed 
not by pieces of the shell, hut by the 
blow of the suddenly compressed air.
